(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Parduhn (3,999,430). 
♦ Parduhn teaches a connecting seat (54); a lower end of the connecting seat (54) being connected 

to a fluid tube or a container (14)(Col.l, lines 53-56); a top end of the connecting seat (54) 
having a threaded hole (Fig.2); an upper periphery of the threaded hole being arranged with a 
rubber edge (60)(Fig.2); a connecting body (44) locked to the threaded hole and enclosed by the 
' rubber edge (60)(Fig.2); an upper end of the connecting body (44) being installed with a pressure 
meter (10); and a threaded tube (13/17) extending from pressure meter (10); a rubber layer 
enclosing an upper part of the threaded tube (13/17); and a lower part the threaded tube (13/17) 
being screwed into the threaded hole of the connecting body (44) to tightly lock the connecting 
body (44) to the connecting seat (54)(Fig.2).
